Trim them neatly 
and to every twenty pounds of tongue 
use a mixture of a pint of salt, a tea¬ 
spoonful of saltpeter and a quarter of 
a pound of brown sugar. Drop the 
tongues into boiling water for three 
minutes. When cool, rub them well 
with the mixture and sprinkle them 
with it as you pack them closely in nn 
earthen vessel. Put a weight to keep 
.them down and turn every other day, 
putting bottom ones on top. If they do 
not make enough pickle to cover them, 
sprinkle lightly with salt and let them 
lie ten days. Hang to dry, then bag 
away from the flies, like the beef.-
